LTHOUGH guided missiles and robot 
interceptors of various types unques- 

tionably would play a major part in the 
unhappy event of another major war, any 
thought that air battles could be waged 
without men leaving the ground is entirely 
premature. Impressions.to the contrary 
were created by publication of the United 
Kingdom's significant White Paper on 
defence, but from subsequent discussion of 
this statement of British policy for the 
future has emerged the important fact 
that manned military aircraft will continue 
in service for many years to come 

The paper stated that it was the inten- 
tion of the U.K. government not to put 
any more new types of manned fighters 
and: bombers into service with the Royal 
Air Force. This led to an assumption in 
Great Britain as well as on this side of 
the Atlantic that the RAF would be depen- 
dent in about five years’ time on guided 
missiles for defence and possible for attack 
as well. Defence Minister Duncan Sandys, 
however, quickly dispelled that impression 
In an explanatory statement supplement- 
ing the White Paper he said: “Manned 
aircraft will, I am sure, continue to be 
needed as far ahead as one can see.” 

In a letter to The Times, London, 
Marshal of the RAF Sir John Slessor also 
dispelled any thought of manned aircraft 


NOT Ubsolete 
being obsolete. ‘The principles of air 
power,” he wrote, “remain unchanged and 
the role-of the RAF will remain the same." 
Ground-to-air interceptor missiles have not 
yet been developed to the point where 
manned fighters may be discarded. The 
manned bomber would be supplemented 
by missiles, Sir John Slessor Said, but he 
could not foresee the day when medium 
and ‘light bombers would cease to form 
in important part in the first line of 
Bomber Command 

Aside from defence and combat 
requirements, expense is one of the ele- 
ments against exclusive employment of 
robot weapons. Alshough guided missiles 
are somewhat less costly to produce than 
manned aircraft, their great disadvantage 
is that they can be used only once. Even 
with improvements in mass production, 
now the subject of study by British 
designers, the cost of complete reliance on 
robots could very well be prohibitive 

Whether or not the growing belief that 
future air warfare could be waged without 
aircrew has discouraged recruiting for the 
Royal Canadian Air Force is a matter for 
conjecture, though quite likely it has had 
some influence It should be obvious 
from these declarations in the U.K. that 
Canada’s need for manpower in the air 
force is most unlikely to diminish
